CANAL BILL
IS DOOMED

Unexpected Opposition in the
House of Representatives.

FIRST CHANCE INFIFTY YEARS

Republicas Leaders Object to ibe Proposed
Mcasure and Democrais Demand impos-
sible Amendments---Hay-Pasncelote
Treaty Partly to Blame,

WASBIHINGTON, May L—For the
first time during the W0 years of agl-
tatlon of the project for the construc-
tom of an Inter-ocean canal, the house
of representatives today entered up-
on the conslderation of A& measure Lo
actually muthorize the bullding of such
A cAnal,

Many times prior dquestions, bearing
upon the subject, have been hefore the
houss, but this is the first time ‘hat
positive action can be predicted, To-
morrow the bill will be voted upon be-
fore adjournment. The debate today
wis memerable bectuuse of the unex-
pectedly powerful opposition it devel-
oped

PBurten, of Ohlo, chalrman of the
rivers and harbors committee: Hitt
(rep.), of Illinols, chairman of the for-
clgn affalrs committee, and Cannon
irep.), of Nlinole, chalrman of the ap-
propriation commitiee, threw the
welght of thelr influence against it,
not because they are opposed to the
putlding of the canal, but because they
considerad that the time for authorizs-
ing Its construction was not ripe

Burton and Hitt contended that the
Bill would violate the Clayton-Bulwer
trenty, which guarantesd the neutral
ity of the canal, and Cannon quoted
Admiral Walker, chalrigan of the Isth-
mian commission, as saying the com-
misslon was not yet prepared to say
which was the best route. Cannon
contended that the authorization of the
construction of the canal over the
Nicaraguan route at this time, would
delay Its bullding for years and cost
the government §50,000,000.

The debate also developed other lines
of opposition. Some of the democrats
Insist that the amendments striking
oit the words “defend” and “fortifica-
tions” from the bill, are designed to
make It harmonize with the Hay-
Pauncefote treaty and that it is, there-
tore, objectionsble, and Shackleford,
of Misgourl, desired the bill amended
so that if the treaty s ratifled the
pill will not go into effect.

An anamelous situiatlon is, therefors,
presented of practically every mem-
ber on the floor professing his friend-
ship for the canal and yet of a power-
ful opposition array=l against it on
various grounds. The bill was ably
and vigorously championed by Chalr-
man Hepburn, of the Interestats com-
meree committes, Lovering, of Massa-
chusetts, Ransdel, of Loulsiana, and
Corliss, of Michizan.

Fletcher of Minnesota was the only
member of the commerce committee
who opposal the passage of any bill
at this session.

After having under consideration for
more than two months, the Alaskan
civil code bill was passed by the sen-
ate today.

Army appropriations, carrylng sup-
plies for milltary estahlishment of more
than $114,000,000, was then taken up,
The feature of the discussion of the
measure was the debate on trusts,
precipitated by an amendment offered
by Perry (dem.), of Arkansas, provid-
ing that the quartermaster's depart.
ment should not purchase supplies from
any recognized trust, The amendment
was defeated, 18 to 29, as follows.

DEWEY DAY IN CHICAGO,

Admiral 18 Welcomed by a Throng of
Over a Half Milllon People,
CHICAGD, May 1—Today's celebra-
tion, the first in America at which
Adinlral George Dewey could be pres-
ent on the anniversary of the battie
of Manlla bay, was worthy of that
famous victory. Fully 600,000 people
were gathered along the line of march
of today's parade; and for four long
hours the admiral was busy bowing
his acknowledgements of cheers that
met him  from all sides, Although
everybody wanted to sge Dewey, thers
wis great Interest manifested in Mra,
Dewey, and many persons got as near
us possible to the Unlon League Club
window where she viewed the parade

to sre her.

The people of Chicago nnd the West-

offi states waw and cheered Admiral
Deway at the head of the military and
civle parnde ns be waa driven through
the business streetu of the clty, From
the grandetand on Jackson boulevard
the admiral reviewad tha parade, In
which nearly a hundrsd different or-
ganlzntions particlipated. Everywhere
the admirsl, In full dross uniform, wus
greeted cordially by the denscly paok-
“d throng.

The parads started ut 11 o'olock. Gen-
eral 1. F. Wade, U, B. A, was chief
murshal. All along the line of the
march the blg offlics bulldings and busi-
nesa blooks wers ablaze with fags and
buntings. A chorus of 3 young wo-
men, dresssd In white and blue, wers
statinned on the stéps of the art in-
stibmne, grouped to form the letters of
Dowey's name In olue. As the admir-
Al passeq the chorus sang patriotie
songs, the admirsl bowing to  the
singers, until his carriage was far be-
vond the big buliding.

After the fire department had pass-
ed, Dewey was escorted to the Unlon

HBOERS STUBBORNLY RESISTING,

Britlsh Are Muking But Slight Head-
way in Thelr Advance on Pre-
torie—Mafeking All Right.

LONDON, May 2, { a. m—Fighting,
haevier than any since Ladywmith,
seems to be Imminent near Thabanchu.
Dispatches of Lord Roberts, dsted
Monday and Tuesday, show that the
Boery” rear guard s stobbornly re-
sisting his advance, and forced the
British on Baturday and Sunday to
act chiefly on the defensive. General
French, who is directing the operations,
hiis at least 15000 meén. Some esti-
mates glve him- 20000, The Boers are
estimatel) to be nt least 6,000 strong
and possibly 10,000,

According to a dispateh from Pretor-
in, dated April 25, they were expecting
to give battie and have numerous ar-
tilery. 8o long as the Bowks engage
the attention of hslf of Lord Roberts
force at Thabanchu, his sdvanee to-
ward Pretoria will be delayed. No
one here, however, considers that Gen-
¢rul Botha will be able to stand Jonger
than & few days. The feeling Is that
he must be beaten off by Lhe masses of
Lord Roberts. A runner got through
trom Mafeking to Ootsi, 61 miles north,
on April 22, with dispatches for nearly
all tha London dailies. That to the
Morning Post says: “We can stick it
out for two months or more. Nobody
minds."

NEW YORK, May 1.—A dispatch to
the Tribune from London says:

A significant item of Intelligence has
been receiveld from Cape Town, The
Express correspondent (o that clty
says It Is nsserted on good muthority
that General Hunter has been sent to
Kimberley to command o strong col-
umn intended for the rellef of Mafek-
ing. The Times correspondent in
Bloemfontein gives some Interesting
particulars respecting the manner In
which many Free Staters have abus-
ed the lenlency hitherto shown them by
Lord Roberts. In the caplial itself, a
gecret soclety was formed to maintain
communications with the Boer com-
mandoes and to promte the rearmas
ment among the burghers. The exist-
ence of the conaplracy was gradually
brought to light, and the fleld marshal
has made up his mind that In the fu-
ture conspirators must be punished.

The advance northward canmot be
undertaken until the force east of Tha-
banchu has been dispersed. yet for
three or four days there has been
skirmishing with the Boers' rear guard,
until It has been relnforced from La-
dybrand. The situation, as far as It
could be made out at midnight was un-
changed.

Experienced soldiers say that Lord
HRoberts will secure the southern sec-
tion of the Free State aguinst rall-
ing operations by drawing a cordon
across the country and permanently
occupying Sannas' Post, Thabanchu
and Ladybrand, and that he will then
push on as rapidly as possible for the
YVaul river, knowing that Steyn's men
will not fight in the Transvaal, and
that the strength of the Dutch forces
will be heavily reduced.

The Boer army ls well led and shows
no sign of abandoning the struggle.
Its Gepernls hava recovered from the
panic, caused by Paardeberg, and have
demonstrated thely ability to Impede
the advance of the British army and
harass it on the flank, without ex-
poglng thelr commandoes to serlous
rlak of capture,

A private dispateh from Mafeking
confirms the previous reports that the
garrison was “growlng strong,” at the
middle of the month., A frésh outs
break of reproaches from the Ameer of
Afghanistan against the British gov-
ernment, tends to confirm the suspio-
fon that Russian Intrigues are In pro-
HTEBE.
